And in the moment of this crisis, 
when the question of life or deam 
for unnumbered thousands of child­ 
ren must be answered, the tender 
charity of American mothers, fathers 
has begun to fail. Their answer to 
the multitude of little orphans whose 
only sin is hunger, and nakedness, 
and immeasurable grief, has been,— 
in December, and January, and Feb- 
uary, and March— not more money, 
and more clothing, and more food, 
but less. And so the cruel order has 
gone forth from the offices of the 
Near East Relief to reduce all ex­

will pick them up. If the sun 
shines a little while they quiet down 
when it rains they begin again. One 
day when the rain turned to snow 
it was awful to listen to them. The 
note of terror that came into the 
general wail was plainly preceptible 
upstairs, and I had the windows clos­ 
ed. 
They well knew what a night 
in the snow would mean to them. 
We 
are picking them up as 
fast 
as possible, but it is fatal to crowd 
them to such a point that we would 
lose even those already in orphan­ 
age.*' 
Erivan— that one time prosperous 
city of Armenia, not far from Mount 
Ararat, famous, in days of peace, 
for the peach orchards and vegetable 
gardens that surrounded it on every 
side.

Two-Party Plan Best. 
(Chickasha Express) 
In the Canadian province of Mani­ 
toba, for many years, there were 
two leading political parties, with 
victory at the polls fluctuating from 
one to the other from time to time. 
These parties were the Liberal and 
the Conservative and practically ev­ 
ery voter was aligned with the one 
or the other. But along in 1917 new 
political movements began to spring 
up, starting with the w heat grow­ 
ers and winding up with something 
less than 57 varieties 
of 
groupp. 
In addition lo the old parties, in 
the campaign that is now going on 
there are the United Farm ers, In­ 
dependent Farm ers, 
social 
Demo­ 
crats, 
Socialists and 
possibly one 
or two others, all pushing their can­ 
didates. 
In the last Manitoba legislature, 
the Liberal party was nominally in 
power but it had only twenty-two 
members out of fifty-five, the re­ 
mainder being divided among var­ 
ious other groups.

The separated milk 
makes it possible to raise a bunch 
of hogs at a nice profit. 
Early in the afternoon we walked 
over to see W. B. Blevins and wife 
who lives on the Bruno Mayer place. 
They made a record with turkeys 
last year, selling more than $400 
worth. Mrs. Blevins said that they 
have very little trouble in raising 
them as they look after themselves 
mostly. They have several hens sit­ 
ting* now and hope to get another 
bunch this year. 
Walking another mile or two we 
were picked up by a friend in an 
auto and three or four miles down 
the road stopped at the Breco place 
where Mr. and Mrs. C. M. Murphy 
live. They are going 
strong 
on 
dairying. They are milking 16 Je r­ 
sey and Holstein cows and shipping 
about 15 gallons of cream per week. 
They began this line on its present 
scale last fall and expect to stay 


up a good school at Union Valley 
during the seven or eight years they 
have taught there and the people 
take much pride in it.
